Anarchist, and tho woman saw in n mo­ 
ment that her husband had gone crazy 
His appearance corresponded with his 
words, and in his right hand ho was hold­ 
ing a pocket-knife with the Dlado extend­ 
ed. 
“ Be quiet, W ill,” she said, “ bo quiet 
and I’ll protect you. 
Be quiet for my 
sake, for our baby’s sake.” 
Gradually his features and his eyes grew 
less wild. 
She soon persuaded him to put 
up tho knife, and succedod in leading him 
into the house. 
He sat quietly in a rock­ 
ing chair while she ma le ready tho sup­ 
per, and J artook of tho meal without 
showing another sign of insanity.

Y ., 
May 6 .—A t the 
Tabernacle Sunday the 
Rev. T. De W itt 
Talm age, D. D ., preached a sermon on the 
subject “ O ther Days Lived O ver.” 
The 
vast congregation sang the hym n begin­ 
ning: 
“Our God, our help in ages past, 
Our hope for years to come.” 
Dr. T alm age’s te x t was Deuteronom y, 
viii., 2: 
“ Thou shalt rem em ber all the 
way which the Loud thy God led thee.’* 
He said: 
Before entering my subject I wish to 
say th a t some new spaper correspondents, 
referring to a recent sermon in w hich I 
welcomed 
foreign nationalities to this 
country, have said th a t I advocated as a 
desirable th in g the in term arriag e of the 
white and black races. 
I never said so, 
I 
never thought so, and any one who so m is­ 
represents th a t sermon is either a villain 
?r a fool, perhaps both. 
B ut to open this m orning's subject I have 
to say God in the te x t advises the people 
to look back upon th eir past history. 
It 
will do us all good to rehearse the scenes 
betw een this May m orning and our cradle, 
w hether it was rocked in country or town. 
A few days ago, with m y sister and 
brother, I visited the place of m y boyhood. 
It was one of the m ost em otional and ab­ 
sorbing days of m y life. 
There stands tho 
old house, and as I w ent through the rooms 
I said: 
“ I could find m y way h erew ith 
m y eyes, shut, although I have not been 
here for forty years. ” There was a sitting- 
room where a large fam ily group every 
evening gathered, the m ost of them now' 
in a better world. 
There was a large barn 
where we hunted for E aster eggs, and the 
place where the horse stood. 
Thoro is 
where the orchard wras, only three or four 
trees now left of all the grove th a t ouce bore 
apples, 
and such apples, 
too. 
There is 
the brook down which we rode to the 
w atering of tho horses bareback and w ith 
a rope halter. 
W e also visited tho cem e­ 
tery, 
where m any of our kindred are 
w aiting for tho resurrection, the old people 
side by side, a fte r a journey together of 
sixty years, only about three years bo* 
tw een the tim e of th e ir going. 
There 
also sleep the dear old neighbors who used 
to tie th eir horses under the shed of the 
country m eeting house and sit a t the end 
of the pow singing “ D uke S tre e t,” and 
B alerm a,” and “ A ntioch.” 
Oh, they 
wero a glorious race of m en and women, 
who did th eir w ork well, raised a splendid 
lot of boys and girls, and are now as to 
th eir bodies in silent neighborhood 
on 
earth, but as to th e ir soul* in ju b ilan t 
neighborhood before th e throne of God. 
I 
feel th a t m y jo u rn ey and visit last week 
did me good, and it would do you all 
good, if not in person then in thought, to 
revisit the scenes of boyhood and 
g irl­ 
hood. 
“ Thou shalt rem em ber all the w ay 
which the Lord thy God led th e e.” 
Y outh is a p t too m uch to spend all its 
tim e in looking forw ard. 
Old age is a p t 
too much to spend all its tim e in looking 
backw ard. 
People in m id-life and on the 
apex look both ways. 
It would be well for 
us, I think, however, to spend m ore tim e 
in reminiscence. 
By the constitution of 
o u r nature we spend m ost of the tim e 
looking forw ard, and tho vast m ajo rity of 
this audience live not so m uch in the pres­ 
ent as in tho future. 
I find th a t you m ean 
to m ake a reputation, you mean to establish 
yourself, and the advantages th a t you e x ­ 
pect to achieve absorb a g reat deal of your 
time. 
But I see no harm in this if it does 
not m ake you discontented w ith the pres­ 
ent o r disqualify you for existing duties. 
It is a useful th in g sometimes to look 
back, 
and to see th e d a n g e r s we have 
escaped, and to 
we have 
suffered, and the trials and w anderings of 
our earthly pilgrim age, and sum up our 
enjoym ents. 
I m ean this m orning, so far 
as God will help me, to stir up your mem­ 
ory of the past, so th a t in the review you 
m ay be encouraged, 
and humbled, 
and 
urged to pray. 
There is a chapel in Florence w ith a 
fresco by Guido. 
It was covered up w ith 
tw o inches of stucco until our A m erican 
and E ropean artists w ent there, and after 
long toil rem oved the covering and re­ 
traced th e fresco. 
And I am aw are th a t 
the m em ory of the past, w ith m any of you, 
is all covered up w ith 10,000 obliterations, 
and I propose this m orning, so far as the 
Lord will help me, to tak e aw ay the cov­ 
erings, th a t the old picture m ay shine out 
again. 
I w ant to bind in one sheaf all your past 
advantages, and I w ant to bind in another 
sheaf all your p ast adversities. 
It is a 
precious harvest, aud I m ust be cautious 
how I sw ing the scythe. 
Am ong the greatest advantages of your 
past life was an early home and its su r­ 
roundings. 
The bad men of the day, for 
the m ost p art, d ip th eir heated passions 
out of the boiling spring of an unhappy 
homo. 
W e are n ot surprised to find th a t 
B yron’s n eart was a concentration of sin 
when we hear his m other was abandoned, 
and th a t she m ade sport of his infirm ity, 
and often called him 
“ the lam e b ra t.” 
He who has vicious parents has to fight 
every inch of his w ay if ho would m aintain 
his in teg rity and a t last reach the homo of 
the good in heaven. 
P erhaps your early home was in the 
city. 
I t m ay have been in tho days wheu 
Canal street, New Y ork, was fa r up-tow n 
and the site of this present church was an 
excursion out into the country. 
T hat old 
house iu the city m ay have been dem olished 
and changed into stores, and it seemed like 
sacrilege to you, fo r there was m ore m ean­ 
ing in th a t plain house th a n th ere is in a 
granite mansion or a tu rreted cathedral. 
Looking back this m orning you see it as 
though it were yesterday. 
The sitting 
room, w here the loved ones sat by the 
plain lam plight, the m other a t the evening 
stand, th e brothers and sisters, perhaps 
long ago gathered into the skies, then plot­ 
tin g mischief on the floor or under the 
table, your fath er w ith a firm voice com­ 
m anding a silence th a t lasted half 
a 
minute. 
Oh, those w ere good days! 
If you had 
your foot hurt, your m other alw ays had a 
J soothing salve to heal it. 
If you were 
J w ronged in the street, y o u r father was 
" alw ays ready to protect you. 
The year 
w as one round of frolic and m irth. 
Y our 
greatest trouble was like an A pril shower 
—more sunshine than showers. 
The heart 
had not been ransacked by troubles, nor 
had sickness broken it, an d no lam b had a 
w arm er sheepfold th an the home in which 
your childhood nestled. 
Perhaps 
you w ere b ro u g h t up in the 
country. 
Y ou stand now to-day in m em ­ 
ory under the old tree. 
Y ou clubbed it 
for fru it th a t was not quite ripe because 
you couldn’t w ait any longer. 
You hear 
the brook rum bling along over the pebbles. 
Y ou step into the furrow where your 
father in his sh irt sleeves shouted to the 
lazy oxen. 
Y ou frig h ten the swallows 
from the rafters of th e barn, and take ju st 
one egg, and silence your conscience by 
saying they w on’t miss i t 
Y ou take a 
drink again out ot the very bucket th a t 
the o il well fetched up. 
You go fo r the 


cows a t nig h t and find them w agging their 
heads through the bars. 
O fttim es in the 
dusty and busy streets you wish you were 
home again on th a t cool grass, or in the 
rag-carpeted hall of the farm 
house, 
through which there was the breath of 
new-mown hay or the blossom of buck­ 
wheat. 
You m ay have in your windows now 
beautiful plants and flowers brought from 
across the seas, b u t not one of them stirs 
in your soul so m uch charm and m emory 
as the old ivy and the yellow sunflower 
th a t stood sentinel along the garden w all 
and tho forget-m e-nots playing hide-and- 
seek ’mid the long grass. 
The fath e r,who 
used to come in sunburnt from the fields 
and sit down on the door sill and wipe the 
sw eat from his brow, m ay have gone to his 
everlasting rest. 
The m other, who used 
to sit a t the door a little bent over, cap 
and spectacles on, her face m ellowing w ith 
the vicissitudes of m any years, m ay have 


p ut down nbf gray neaa on tao pillow in 
the valley, 
but forget th a t home you 
\ never will. 
H ave you thanked God for it? 
H ave you rehearsed all these reminiscences? 
I Oh, thank 
God for a C hristian father; 
thank God for a Christian m other; thank 
God for an early Christian a lta r a t which 
you were tau g h t to kneel: thank God for 
an early Christian home. 
I bring to mind another passage in the 
history of your life. 
The day came when 
you set up your own household. 
The d ay s 
passed along in quiet blessedness. 
You 
tw ain sat a t the table m orning and n ight 
and talked over your plans for the future. 
The most insignificant affair in your life 
became the subject of m utual consultation 
and advisem ent. 
Y ou were so happy you 
felt you never could be any happier. 
One 
day a dark cloud hovered over your dw el­ 
ling and it got darker and darker, but out 
of th a t cloud the shiuiug messenger of God 
descended to incarnate an im m ortal spirit. 
Two little feet started on an 
eternal 
journey, and you wero to lead them —a 
gem to flash in heaven s coronet, and you 
to polish it; eternal ages of lig h t and 
darkness w atching the startin g out of a 
newly created creature. 
You 
rejoiced and you trem bled a t tho 
responsibility th a t in your possession an 
im m ortal treasure was placed. You prayed 
and rejoiced, and w ept and wondered; you 
were earnest in supplication th a t you m ight 
lead it through life into the kingdom of 
God. 
Thoro was a trem or in your earnest­ 
ness. 
There was a double interest about 
th a t home. 
There was an additional in ­ 
terest why you should stay there aud be 
faithful, and when in a few m onths your 
house was filled w ith the music of the 
child’s laughter, you were struck through 
w ith the fact th a t you had a stupendous 
mission. 
H ave you kept th a t vow? 
H ave you 
neglected any of those duties? 
Is your 
home as much to you as it used to be? 
H ave those anticipations been gratified? 
God help you to-day in your solemn rem in­ 
iscence and let His m ercy fall upon your 
soul if your kindness has been ill-requited. 
God h a te m ercy on the parent on tho 
w rinkles of whose face is w ritten tho story 
of a child’s sin. 
God have mercy on tho 
m other who, in addition to lier other 
pangs, has the pangs of a child’s iniquity. 
Oh, there are m any, m any sad sounds in 
this •‘ad world, but the saddest souud th a t 
is over heard 
is 
the breaking of a 
m other’s heart- 
Are there any here who 
rem em ber th a t in th a t home they were un­ 
faithful? 
Are there those who wandered 
off from th a t early home and left the 
m other to die w ith a broken heart? 
Oh, I 
stir th a t reminiscence to-day. 
I find another point in your life history. 
You found oue day you wero in the w rong 
road; you couldn’t sleep a t night; there 
was ju st one word th a t seemed to sob 
through your banking house, or through 
your office, or through your shop, or your 
bedroom, and th a t word was “ E te rn ity .” 
You said: 
“ I am not ready for it. 
O 
God, have m ercy.” 
The Lord heard. 
Peaco came to your heart. 
In the breath 
of the hill and the w aterfall’s dash you 
heard tho voice of God’s love; the 
clouds 
and the trees hailed you with gladness; 
you came into the house of God. 
Y ou rem em ber how your hand trem bled 
as you took up the cup of the communion. 
You rem em ber the old m inister who conse­ 
crated it, and you rem em ber the church 
officials who carried it through the aisle; 
you rem em ber the old people who a t the 
close of the service took your hand in theirs 
in congratulating sym pathy, as much as 
to say, “ Welcome home, you lost prodi­ 
g al;” and though those hands are all with 
ered aw ay, th a t communion Sabbath is 
recurrected this m orning; it is resurrected 
w ith all its prayers, and songs, and tears, 
and sermons, and transfiguration. 
H ave 
you kept those vows? 
H ave you been 
backslider? 
God help you. This day kneel 
a t the foot of m ercy and sta rt again for 
heaven. 
S ta rt to-day as you started then 
I rouse your soul by th a t reminiscence. 
B ut I m ust not spend any more of my 
tim e in going over the advantages of your 
life. 
I ju st p ut them all in one great 
sheaf and I w rap them up in your memory 
w ith one loud harvest song, such as the 
reapers sing. 
Praise the Lord, ye blood- 
bought im m ortals of earth! 
Praise tho 
Lord, ye crowned spirits of heaven. 
B ut some of you have not alw ays had a 
smooth life. 
Some of you are now in the 
shadow. 
O thers had their troubles years 
ago; you are a m ere wreck of w hat you 
once were. 
I m ust g ath er up tho sorrow s 
of your past life; b u t h o * shall I do it 
Y ou say th a t is impossible, as you have 
had so m any troubles and adversities. 
Then I will ju st take two, tho first trouble 
and the last trouble. 
As when you are 
w alking along the street, and there has 
been music in the distance, 
you uncoil 
sciously find yourself keeping step to the 
music, so when you started life your very 
life was a musical tim e-beat. 
The air was 
full of joy and hilarity; w ith the bright 
clear oar you m ade the boat skip; you 
w ent on and life grew brighter until afte r 
awhile suddenly a voice from heaven said 
“ H alt!” and quick as the sunshine you 
halted; you grew pale; you confronted 
your 
first 
sorrow. 
Y ou 
had 
no 
idea 
th a t 
the 
flush 
on 
your child’s 
cheek 
wa3 
an 
unhealthy 
flush. 
Y ou said it can ’t be anything serious 
D eath in slippered feet w alked round 
about the cradle. 
Y ou did not hoar the 
tread, but after aw hile the tru th flashed 
on you. 
You w alked the floor. 
Oh, 
if 
you could, w ith your strong, stout band, 
have wrenched th a t child from the de­ 
stroyer! You w ent to your room an droid: 
“ God, save my child:” 
The world seemed 
going out into darkness. 
Y ou said: 
“ I 
can’t bear it! 
I can’t bear it!” 
Y ou felt 
as if you could not p u t the long lashes 
over the b rig h t eyes, never to sea them 
again sparkle. Oh, if you could have taken 
th a t little one in your arm s aud w ith it 
leaped the grave how gladly would you 
have done it! 
Oh, if you could let your 
property go, your land and your store­ 
house go, 
how gladly would you have 
allow ed them to d ep a rt if you could only 
have k ep t th a t one treasure. 
But one day there arose from t he heav­ 
ens a chill blast th a t sw ept over the bed­ 
room, and instantly all the lig h t w ent out, 
and ther3 was darkness—thick, m urky, 
im penetrable, shuddering darkness.

A sensation was caused in this city this 
morning by rumors of the murder, in 
Chicago, of Dr. P . H. Cronin. Dr* 
Cronin is well known in this city, his 
last visit being en tie oocasion of the 
Hibernian celebration, February 22d 
At that time he renewed an acquaintance 
among the Irish nationalists of the city 
that Las been an extended one for years 
and the reports of his death to-day 
awakened anxiety on all bauds. 
Dr. Cronin, who was a leader in one of 
the Chicago factions of Irish national­ 
ists, disappeared Saturday night under 
circumstances that lead to suspicion that 
he had been foully dealt with. Late 
dispatches state that no definite facts 
have been 
ascertained, but that tbs 
probability 
ibat 
Dr. 
Cronin 
ha 
been assassi .at <1 is so'strong as to preclude 
almost all doubt upon the subject. 
I>r. C ronin resided in a flat at No. 470 
North C lark st ojf. 
About 7:15 Saturday 
evening he was called out by a man who 
said the doctor was wanted to attend a man 
in an icehouse at I.ako View who had been 
run over and was badly injured. 
The doctor then accompanied his caller, 
the two men driving north rapidly in a 
buggy. 
Dr. Cronin not having returned 
to his home during Sunday, and a message 
to the ice-house revealing the fact that no 
one from there had 
sent for him, his 
friends fearing that some accident had be­ 
fallen him or that he had met with foul 
play, reported 
the 
m atter to Capt. 
Schaaek, at the East Chicago avenue sta­ 
tion, who immediately set officers to work 
upon the case, but so far nothing has been 
developed in the case which tends to throw 
any light upon it. 
One thing which pointe very strongly 
to the murder theory is the finding Sunday 
morning of* a trunk on Sulzer road in 
Lake View. 
Tho interior of tho trunk was 
smeared with blood, the lid was broken 
off, and on the bottom lay a large bundle 
of cotton partially soake I in blood. 
A 
number of twigs and leaves which had 
evidently adhered to the body which had 
been placed in tho trunk were lying 
around loosely and stuck to tho cotton in 
various places. 
The trunk was perfectly 
new, of light buff color, and amply large 
enough to accommodate tho body of a 
man. 
On the under side of the lid were a 
number of mud stains, which had evident- 
f ly been made by the pressure of a body 
against them. 
The handles of the trunk 
were also smeared with blood. 
Capt. Villiers at once had the trunk con­ 
veyed to tho police station and made a 
close and careful ex^Riination of it. Stick­ 
ing to the bottom of the trunk, near the 
spot which very strongly resembled the 
imprint of a human head, he found a 
small quantity of black hair, which he 
afterward submitted to several, who un­ 
hesitatingly pronounced it that of Dr. 
Cronin, or so very similar to it as to make 
a most startling resembiahce.

TO HELP THE IRISH POOR. 


B o sto n M en W ill B u ild Factories W here 
E v ic te d T e n a n ts M ay B e J Em ployed. 
B o sto n , Mass., May 6.—A number of 
prominent citizens of Boston, who have for 
a long time been considering the question 
of how best to go to work to practically 
and lastingly benefit the poor evicted 
tenants in Ireland, have united upon a 
plan for carrying out their purpose. 
The 
full details cannot be given out yet, but 
they will probably be developed in the 
course of a few weeks. 
They feel that the 
hope of accomplishing anything lies in the 
possibility of getting the farmless people 
interested in some kind of industrial pur­ 
suit. 
The idea is to establish in one of 
the poorest districts a factory in which 
evicted tenants could find employment. 
It 
is proposed, therefore, to incorporate a 
stock company, selling shares in all parts 
of the United States where are natives of 
Ireland or friends of Ireland’s cause to 
buy them. 
The men who are promoting 
the scheme recognize the fact that the 
only way for them to attain success in it 
is to show their personal interest by going 
across and 
getting the factory fairly 
started. 
There would be no filibusters in 
the party and it would be guaranteed that 
there would be no molestation of English 
management of the unfortunate island’s 
affairs. 
As soon as the plans are perfect­ 
ed, however, they will be submitted to 
Messrs. Parnell, Davitt, and O’Brien for 
approval. 
It is proposed to manufacture 
boots, shoes, clothing, and underwear.
